Hello all... I have found the neatest tool for cutting sheet aluminum or 
whatever (but not steel.) It is a power nibbler from MicroMark 

http: //www.micromark.com/ . At $130, it's a bit pricey, but it is amazing to 
use. Cuts about a 

2 or 3 mm wide path through most softer metals. I didn't read the fine print 
and was adding a line filter to my Drake AC-3 Power Supply. Needed a cutout 
of about 1.25 in x 2 inches. Trouble the chassis was steel-not aluminum. Cut 
it like butter. Until I turned the whole nibbler at too much of an off-angle 
and snapped the head. THEN I noticed the warning about not cutting steel. 
They sell a replacement head, and I got it installed, and it is back to 
working fine. It has an arm attachment to help you cut straight lines... and 
I think it does circles. It is very powerful... my hand nibbler took all the 
hand-strength I had to use on the Drake. But for ordinary aluminum 0.060 or 
less, it sure works great! 


Usual disclaimers apply... no connection to MicroMark, etc. 


P.S. The line filter was a direct violation of my: BoatAnchor Rule 1: I 
don't make no new holes. BUT the way the thing is laid out, there weren't a 
lot of alternatives... couldn't drill holes and mount a term strip or two 
(the power xfmr was in the way almost everywhere, and the electrolytics 
occupied the rest.

I've replaced many 
garden-variety opamps, such as the TLOQ71-series or LF353 with the '833, and 
it's indeed a worthwhile change, but in the majority of cases, oscillation 
occurred. I generally find that the addition of a few 10's of picofarads 
across the feedback resistor, that's the one connected from the output pin to 
the inverting input of the opamp, usually cures the problem.

I don't have 100,000 resistors like Chuck, but I've come to love the little 
TechAmerica tray drawers like the ones that come with their resistor kits. 
Normally I hate anything associated with Tandy, but when I saw these drawers 
I knew they were what I had been searching for in every hardware store I've 
been in for the last year. They're only about $4/ea and have something like 
30 little compartments in each drawer for different components (the storage 
compartments in everything else I've found were WAY too big). Could 
probably hold something like 20 of each resistor in each compartment. 
There's a label on front so you can see what's in each place, and they 
interlock top-to-bottom and side-to-side. Oh, and each drawer comes with 
its own set of tweezers. I ordered 6 to start with, and keep a "working 
supply" of each component in the drawers, and store my excess away (no 
organization right now, perhaps I'll use those envelopes to keep my extras!) 
These are great for resistors, caps, semiconductors (as long as proper 
static protection is used - I plan to cut anti-stat foam to fit the bottoms 
of the compartments in a couple drawers), you name it. 


Another thing I wanted to bring up was a GREAT bag I found just before I 
left for vacation last week. I wanted to take some QRP along with me 
(finally! some time to work on the NC20!), and needed a better carry-on for 
it. Well, while going through Home Depot, I came across something called a 
"Contractor's Briefcase". Just the ticket! It looks like a normal 
over-the-shoulder attache/laptop case, but it's really 2 bags in one... One 
half is like a standard bag, but with more pockets on the outside (one which 
fits my SST like a glove, but with others that are great for calculator, 
pocket screwdriver, pens and pencils, etc.). LOTS of good storage space. 
There's even a divider in this part to put papers (i.e. rig manuals!) 
behind. But here's the kicker - the other half folds out for TOOL storage! 
I was able to put my iron, cutters, needle-nose pliers, electrical tape, 
solder, DMM, and a lot more in there, all in their own little pockets. 
There's even a cell phone pocket which could easily double as a spot for 
your HT (big - would probably hold even an IC-2AT). This thing is going to 
Field Day...it even has loops for a Thermos. It was only about $20 or 
so...made of heavy cordura, and all hardware seems to be pretty darned 
sturdy. LIFETIME guarantee. Can't remember the brand, but it's the same 
people that make those bucket tool things (convert a 5 gal. bucket to a tool 
box), "Bucket" is definitely in the name. Like I said, the bag goes by the 
name "Contractor's Briefcase", and it seems like it was MADE for QRPers. 


A note: amazingly enough, I was only stopped at one airport (leaving home - 
St. Louis), and even then the woman just looked through the "non-tool" side, 
asked me what my SST was, etc. Said she "couldn't see anything" on the 
X-ray. Must have been that 1/2 lb. spool of tin/LEAD solder, heh. 


Hope this helps someone out...

When you order the NorCal resistor kit, don't forget that 
you''ll need someplace to put them. 


I use those plastic drawers with the divider walls, you know, 

the Akro-Mills type drawers. Try to find the ones that will 

accept more than 3 dividers. I prefer the clear ones. Years 

ago, my brother gave me several nice commercial quality 

akro-mills drawer sets that his company was throwing out! 

They were next to new, and he said there were probably 25 more 

that he left there in the garbage heap. I know I'm digressing, but 
that story still haunts me. 


Anyway, use the drawers to sort your resistors. But don't use a 
divider for each value - believe me, you'll soon be running out 
of dividers and drawers. 

Instead, make a section for values up to 1 ohm, another from 1 
to 10 ohms, another for 10 to 100 ohms, and so on. Label the 
drawers. 


The advantages are two-fold. First, you'll be saving drawer space 

for other components (like the NorCal capacitor kit?). Second, 

you'll still need to excercise your knowledge of the resistor color 

code, but you'll find that it's *much* easier than sifting thru hundreds 
of different values. 


I know this all may sound like common sense, but maybe this will 
help a few of you. 


And when you call akro-mills, tell them I sent you so they can keep 
track of my referral compensation.

If you are going to compromise the integrety of the WAS 
award,how much is ok and who draws the line and then how close to that 
line do you have to be? If it's ok to confirm RI from VA then is 10 watts 
close enough to 5 to be QRP. I only need HI for WAS, is that close 
enough? Close only counts in horseshoes. 


Hi, Bill, 


There is a distinction that I think needs to be made here. The QRPTTF 
rules address how close is close enought *for the QRPTTF* contest. 


ARRL's WAS rules, and I believe ARCI's rules, would require that the 
contact take place from within actual state borders. I checked with the 
ARRL WAS folks and if a station is operated ON a state line, with parts 
of the station and antenna in two or more states, the contact may be 
claimed for either, but not both, states. If I work from a lake in VT 
whose other side is in NH, I may claim VT and NH for QRPTTF, but will 
confirm by QSL the VT contact. The WAS folks told me that the criteria 
that they use to determine how to apply a QSL card is the information on 
the card and the statements of the applicant. If you accept the station 
as being in a state you want to confirm and the card indicates such, 
turn it in for your WAS award because an award means no more or less 
than what it means to YOU! 


Other awards, such as county hunting, have different rules, where a 
multi-county contact counts for multiple counties, the road sign that 
shows the county line is considered close enough to the actual line, 
etc.

Mike, your question about the resistor kit pricing is valid. I go to HSC 
quite often and when I first thought of the idea of a resistor kit, I went 
there to check out their supply. I found the following to be true. 


1. They did not have many, many values. 
2. Many of their resistors were very old stock. 
3. Not all were from the same manufacturer. 


Plus, I think that you misunderstand the pricing. The only way that you 
will get the .008 per resistor price is if you order 1000 of one value. I 
know, because I buy resistors there all the time. The 10 resistor minimum 
means that you can't order just 1 or 2 resistors, you have to order 10 or 
more of each value. You cannot combine an order of 80 values, 25 of each 
value and get the .008 pricing. It just doesn't work that way. The price 
that you would pay would be .02 per resistor, and you would be paying $40 
for the set. But you would not be getting the resistors from the same 
manufacturer, you would not be getting new parts, and you would be getting 
all styles of resistors. 


It would have been impossible to even come close to doing any kind of 
quantity of kits with anywhere near the assortment of surplus resistors that 
was offered. 


All of the resistors in the NorCal kit are brand new. When you offer a 
resistor assortment, you need to be able to supply all values, and in 
quantity. We believe that the assortment offers excellent value for the 
money. The resistor kit is offered as a convenience to the members of this 
list. I am not trying to start a flame war, but the question was asked in a 


public forum. By the way, if you order the same resistors from Mouser, the 
cost would be .07 each to order 25 of 80 different values and 2000 resistors 
would cost you $140. 


One needs to compare apples to apples, and oranges to oranges. New 
resistors to new resistors, surplus resistors to surplus resistors.

If I 
measure the resistance of some of those old 
resistors, they're mostly out of tolerance. 


-Part of a resistor's tolerance has to do with 
variations in the manufacturing process. 

-Part of its tolerance involves temperature 
effects (temperature coefficient). 

-Part of its tolerance involves aging. 


This brings up another point. When you buy a 
% tolerance resistor, all three of the above 
mentioned effects are improved over a 5% 
tolerance resistor. You might be tempted to 
"select" a 5% resistor to substitute for a 

% part that a circuit requires. If you do, 
don't expect it to hold its value for any 
length of time.

Hi Chris... well, as you mentioned: propagation is probably going to be 30M 
or below. Sometimes 20M can be open all night, but I don't know if we're far 
enough along in the cycle for that to be true (I'm still working on my k2.) 
@OM TENDS to be a better place for higher power anyway. You didn't say 
whether you meant CW or SSB. It does matter, but probably the methods are 
the same. Look for existing QSOs and call one or the other when they finish. 
Calling CQ is not as likely an avenue to a QSO as this can be. You might 
look for QSOs on or near the QRP freqs-operators there are going to be more 
interested in low(er) power signals. As your confidence increases, go ahead 
and lower that power to 5W. You'll find it works just about as well-often 
with little or no difference in sig reports. AFTER you get a nice 579 or 589 
sig report is the time to let them know you're QRP (or nearly so.) It amazes 
many non-QRP ops, and is a lot of fun. I don't personally think much of 40M 
SSB. Its VERY loaded with carriers from foreign BDCST stations. You can do 
OK on 75M SSB however... despite 75's reputation, most of the OTs I have 
QSO'd there on SSB were very nice about talking to a QRP station, and quite 
willing to continue the QSO. 


Bottom line: LISTEN!!! Then transmit.

I have spent the last few days putting together the K1EL K10 keyer. I 
also got the PCB 

which just became available. It is a nice, silkscreened board and 
feature-jammed 

keyer for 10 bucks. I homebrewed a set of paddles. I have been playing 
with them for 

a day now, and they're working great. It's really neat to send timed 
code, I do need a lot 

of practice though. 


Well, for the real test: do they work with the radio? I plugged the keyer 
output into the radio, 

(SW40+) and I was rewarded with an awfully loud blast of sidetone! 
However, when the 

keyer keys, the sidetone drops to a normal level. With the LOUD sidetone, 
the output power 

is about 1/2 a watt, but when it keys and goes to normal sidetone, the 
power goes up to 2W 

(what I set it for). 


This loud tone is also there whenever I have the keyer plugged into the 
keyer. When I take

How bout a 5/4 wave dipole (5/8 wave each side)? It would be more than 
twice as long as a normal dipole, and 5/8 is a normal combination used 
at VHF+ with a ground plane. So, would it have enough gain to be worth 
making, and would it tune easily, using no tuner, with at least a 100 
kHz 1.7:1 SWR window(I like to keep it low for the QRP stuff!)?

What you describe is basically a double-extended Zepp. It gives about 

2 dB or so over a standard dipole. A nice article outlining an 
improvement on the standard scheme can be found in the ARRL Antenna 
Compendium, Vol 4 (or 5, I am not at home to check!). The author inserts 
some capacitance at strategic places to improve the sidelobe suppression 
and slightly widen the main beam. I think he feeds it somehow with 

coax, but not sure. 


A 5/8 wave vertical works well because it compresses the energy 

into a lobe that hugs the ground very closely. There is only a slight 
lobe (almost straight up) that exists other than the ground-hugging 
lobe. But, if one increases the length to 3/4 wave, it goes to pot and 
puts over 1/2 the energy into high angle lobes. The corresponding 
effect for a 3/4 * 2 = 3/2 wave center fed antenna is the main lobes 
are no longer at 90 degrees to the antenna. But then sometimes a 
cloverleaf pattern is what you want. 


You can get more gain using the extra wire as a reflector or perhaps 
a second driven element . Look into the Moxon, a variant of the yagi 
with a superb F/B ratio.

Interesting question, and I'm curious to see what others will say. 


In practice it probably makes no difference, as long as you know where you are 
going to transmit. For example, if you have set your rig for "upper sideband" 
or a minus transmit offset and are listening right above the band edge, then 
you could transmit out of band. Similar caution applies at top of band with 
"lower sideband." Apart from that it shouldn't matter much. 


My "main" station rice box allows you to select either, and that capability can 
be handy for getting away from interfering signals sometimes. Generally 
speaking, though, on bands where sideband can be used it is more or less 
customerary to use the same sideband as would be used for SSB, so that you can 
in theory switch back and forth between modes without having to retune. 


The "rule" has always been upper sideband on 20M and above, lower sideband 
below 20M, but of course that's not really relevant on 30M, at least for us 
here in this part of the world. 


Another customary application is to set it so that you hear the received pitch 
going down as you tune down the band, and vice versa. 


The above comments are "all else being equal" type comments, and I think there 
are situations with single band transceivers where tuning to the "wrong" side 
will have you listening outside the passband of the IF filter. 


Now I know the above is probably not really helpful, so maybe someone else will 
come up with a better answer [g].
